There are as yet no indications 
regarding the president’s views, ex­ 
cept a belief held by those who have 
discussed the problem with him that 
he is as determinedly opposed as ever 
to the eq ualization fee principle of 
the M cNary-Haugen bill which he 
vetoed last winter. 
W ith spokesmen of some farm or­ 
ganizations still insisting that this 
provision again will be demanded 
next winter, it appears that the way 
to a compromise has not yet been 
found, but it is believed

Site of First Settlement. 
Westchester township is the his­ 
toric ground of Porter county.

Baillytewn cemetery, wherein lie the 
bones of .Joseph Badly, grizzled pio­ 
neer and founder of the town which 
hears bis name. has resulted in 24 
citizens filing injunction proceedings 
In the Porter Circuit court bere. 
Carl, John and Ansonia Danielson 
are the targets for the legal attack 
launched by the plaintiffs. 
The Dan­ 
ielsons, it is charged, have permitted 
cattle to roam about the cemetery, 
turning the heretofore sacred ground 
Into a pasture. 
Members of the tiny 
community, who stanchly believe that 
the three-acre plot should forever be 
preserved, are up In arms and have 
announced their intention of battling 
to the finish. 
And Baillytown, a usu­ 
ally tranquil place, is buzzing with 
excitement. 
While the war rages. Judge Grant 
Crumpacker has granted a temporary 
restraining order without notice and 
thereby gained a point for the com­ 
plaining faction. James J. McGnrvey, 
youngest member of the Porter county 
bar and a deputy prosecuting nttor- 


plalntiffs before Judge Crumpacker. 
Site of First Settlement. 
Westchester township is the his­ 
toric ground of Porter county. 
Here 
the first settlement was made and 
here civilized man and savage joined 
hands and trod together the paths 
of peace. 
In 1S22 a solitary white man was 
watched closely by Indian eyes as he 
wended his weary way through the 
wilderness around Lake Michigan. He 
walked without fear, for the Indians 
knew him as a friend. 
Safety and 
warm weleome'were ahead, while long 
miles lay behind him toward his white 
friends. 
* 
During the War of 1812 this man 
was taken prisoner by both the Amer­ 
ican and British forces, but failed to 
enlist In either army. 
In his wander­ 
ings he sought safety, and opportu­ 
nity to trade, with friendly Indians. 
As tiie Indians gradually dwindled 
away with the advent of the white 
men Joseph Baldy, the French Ca­ 
nadian trader, followed. 
He halted 
in 1822 on the north bank of the Calu­ 
met. In what is now Porter county. 
Upon a beautiful bluff he ererded the 
first cabin In the region. 
Badly bar­ 
tered with the Indians and his busi­ 
ness increased and his buildings mul­ 
tiplied. 
W ads Indian Girl. 
Meantime Bail I y had weed and won 
an Ottawa maid and brought his bride 
to dwell at the post on the banks of 
the Calum et 
Here they 
reared 
a 
family of four daughters. 
RI en nor, 
the 
oldest 
for 
several 
years 
was 
mother Superior of St. Mary’s in Terre 
Haute. 
Tim second daughter married 
Colonel Whistler, a resident of the 
county, and the third wed a Chicago 
banker bv the name of Howe, 
Hor* 
tense. I he youngest, became the bride 
of Joseph Wicker, the first merchant 
of Deep river In Lake county.

vip s the daughters a son was horn 
to the Badly* In 1817 and died ten 
years later. 
When Baldy buried his only son, a 
lad of ten years, in 1827. lie erected a 
huge oak cross. 30 feet In height, to 
his memory.

Inas­ 
much as it rested on a knoll.

script iou:
